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CITY SERVICES SUIT RESIDENTS

The cut-taxes-at-any-CQst philosophy that pushed through 
the county budget-cutting program several years ago does not 
prevail in Greenbelt. This is the unmistakable message from a 
voter survey taken at the municipal election last September. 
Greenbelters still support a high level of city services, even if 
they will have to pay higher taxes, the survey showed. 

At the election, voters had an opportunity to complete a question¬ 
naire evaluating public services, indicating preferences among expen¬ 
ditures by the city, advising on the disposition of North End School 
and expressing interest in a possible bond issue and purposes it might 
further. Similar surveys were made in 1975 and 1977, The city’s an¬ 
alysis of the most recent survey was completed in early February. 

Even though the number voting in the 1981 election was greater 
than in 1975 and 1977, fewer completed the survey in 1981. Partici¬ 
pants numbered 738 and 815 respectively in 1975 and 1977, but only 
563 in 1981, just 31% of those voting as compared to more than 50% 
of those voting earlier. On the other hand, distribution by both pre¬ 
cinct and housing type was better in 1981 than in either of the other 
years. The data are statistically valid for the city as a whole and for 
three of the four Greenbelt precincts {all but Springhill Lake) and all 
housing types except apartments. In none of the surveys were there 
sufficient responses to yield statistically valid data for the Springhill 
Lake precinct and apartment dwellers.

Respondents were asked to rate governments and services. Nu¬ 
merical values were assigned; i.e., excellent - 4. good - 3, fair - 2, and 
poor - 1. Federal, state and county governments were rated as a 
whole. As may be seen in Table 1, both the first two were rated at 
2.54; i.e., about midway between fair and good. The county was given 
a rating of 2.35. The average for city services was 2.94. Metrobus 
and Metrorail were rated at 2.16 and 2.24 respectively. Fire and 
rescue service — a volunteer effort supported by the county — re¬ 
ceived the highest mark. 3.57. 

Among services performed by the city, those of the recreation 
department were given high marks. Recreation Programs eliciting a 
rating of 3.30 and others ranging downward to 2.93. At 3.25, Refuse 
Collection was deemed to be almost as worthy of praise as Recreation 
Programs No fewer than seven city services earned ratings between 
2.95 fYouth Counseling) and 2.78 (Playground Maintenance). Animal 
Control at 2.39 was far below any other service Generally speaking, 
there is a consistency in the marks received by each of the several 
services in 1981 and 1977 or 1975. The widest swings in ratings be¬ 
tween 1977 and 1981 were recorded by Police Services — down by 0.35 
— and Recreaition Programs — up by 0.28.

The next question asked if expenditures should be increased, de¬ 
creased or remain the same. The results are shown in Table 2. 

More than 50 percent of the respondents voted to continue expen¬ 
ditures at the same level for 15 of 20 specific programs. By large 
margins popular support exceeded 50 percent for increasing experfdi- 
tues for two programs — Police Patroling and Crime Prevention — 
both receiving about 7 votes in 10. Substantial support was shown 
also for increasing expenditures for Handicapped Assistance, Elderly 
Assistance and Develop New Parklands, in all cases more than 4 in 
10. In no case was there more support for decreasing expenditures 
than for their being maintained at the same level. In only two cases 
was there greater support for decreasing than for increasing ex pen-

Greenbelt Police Lieutenant 
John C. Krob was suspended 
March 25, with pay, pending the 
outcome of an internal affairs in¬ 
vestigation by Maryland State 
Police into possible irregularities 
in the^custody of items by the 
city’s police department. Krob, a 
member of the Greenbelt police 
force for 17 years, has been the 
property officer for the depart¬ 
ment as well as the department’s 
second-highest-ranking officer. 

The materials in custody include 
guns and other items seized by 
police for use as evidence, as well 
as guns turned in by residents, re¬ 
covered stolen property, and lost- 
and-jfound items. The investiga¬ 
tion was prompted by questions 
about Krob’s handling of a dia¬ 
mond ring found by a Greenbelt 
volunteer fireman over two years 
ago and turned over to Krob for 
police custody. Krob is also a vol¬ 
unteer member of the Greenbelt 
fire department. 

Greenbelt Police Chief William 
Lane asked the State Police to 
conduct the investigation. Ac¬ 
cording to City Manager James 
Giese, misconduct in the handling 
of property in police custody could 
be grounds for criminal charges. 
Giese thinks the investigation is 
nearly completed.

Twin Pines Okays Merger

At its special membership meeting, the Board of Directors 
of Twin Pines announced that the Association had obtained the 
membership vote necessary to approve the merger of Twin 
Pines with Community Savings and Loan of Gaithersburg. 
Maryland law requires that two- 


thirds of all members approve a 
merger. As of April 6, 2,929 mem¬ 
bers had approved the merger; 
118 members voted against the 
merger. Bob Waygerman, the 
Twin Pines Manager, comment¬ 
ed; “On March 9, we w'ere 1,300 
votes short of the required 2.910 
votes. An intense effort involving 
additional mailouts of ballots, tel¬ 
ephone calls, and door-to-door so¬ 
licitation contributed to our being 
able to reach our goal as quickly 
as we did.” 

Getting membership approval 
was the major hurdle. Currently, 
the State’s regulatory agency, the 
Division of Savings and Loan As¬ 
sociations, and the State’s insur¬ 


ance corporation are taking those 
actions necessary to complete the 
merger. Given regulatory and le¬ 
gal requirements, the merger 
should be finalized in late April 
or early May. 

The Board of Directors also an¬ 
nounced its officers who were 
elected on March 30. The officers, 
who will serve until the merger 
is finalized, are: Jack Maffay, 
president; Micki Weidenfeld, 
vice-president; John Unger, treas¬ 
urer; and Joe Timer, secretary. 

Renovation of the old post office 
facility is progressing rapidly. 
The Association hopes to move its 
operations to new quarters in late 
April.

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WINDOW CHOICES 

To the Editor: 

GHI members living in brick 
and block homes have received a 
questionnaire soliciting color pref¬ 
erences for the new windows to 
be installed this summer. Mem¬ 
bers have the option of choosing 
windows with either white or 
brown (bronze) frames. Fortu¬ 
nately, the board is allowing all 
members to choose their own win¬ 
dow colors independently of their 
neighbor’s choice. Unfortunately, 
the board has mandated that if an 
individual member does not make 
a choice, the brown window will 
be the standard. I think this is 
unfortunate because it raises 
some problems: (1) a number of 
outside wall colors in use by GHI 
are not compatible with brown; 
all are compatible with white, 
(2) the brown color poses poten¬ 
tial problems of compatibility 
with trim paint colors (for porch 
ceilings, posts, door, rake boards) 
which are now mostly white, 
green, or black, and (3) unlike 
some types of windows (such as 
Pella) which have already been 
installed by members in brick and 
block homes, these windows will 
have the same color inside and 
outside. If you choose brown ex¬ 
terior finish, you will also end up 
with brown window frames inside. 

Some members have exterior 
wall colors and interior decor 
which will be compatible with the 
brown color. For them the choice 
of brown makes some sense. How¬ 
ever, most members (in my view)

NOTICE OF 
CHARTER

At its regular meeting, held on March 15, 1982, the City Council of 
Greenbelt, Maryland, adopted Charter Amendment Resolution No. 
1982-1 (Resolution No. 507), and the following title of the Resolu¬ 
tion is a fair summary of the amendment: 

RESOLUTION OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT, MARYLAND 
ENLARGING THE CORPORATE BOUNDARIES OF THE CITY 
OF GREENBELT BY ANNEXING CERTAIN LAND CONTIGUOUS 
AND ADJOINING THE EXISTING CORPORATE AREA, SUCH 
LANDS COMMONLY KNOWN AS THE MARYLAND TRADE 
CENTER PROPERTY (PARCEL B, GREENBELT EAST SUB 
DIVISION, 7.5000 ACRES), CAMERON BROWN INVESTMENT 
GROUP PROPERTY (33.7521 ACRES), CHARLES M. BAKER ET 
UX PROPERTY (0.8885 ACRES), AND HENRY M. WITT PRO¬ 
PERTY (11.1574 ACRES), ALL LOCATED TO THE SOUTH OF 
THE CORPORATE BOUNDARIES OF THE CITY OF GREEN¬ 
BELT IN THE VICINITY OF THE GREENWAY SHOPPING 
CENTER AND HANOVER PARKWAY, TOGETHER WITH AD¬ 
JACENT PUBLIC ROADWAYS. AND FURTHER PROVIDING 
FOR THE SPECIAL TREATMENT OF THE UNDEVELOPED 
TAXABLE REAL PROPERTY IN THE AREA ANNEXED FROM 
THE EFFECTIVE DATE OF ANNEXATION FOR A PERIOD OF 
THREE YEARS OR, IF SOONER, UNTIL THE ISSUANCE OF 
BUILDING PERMITS 

On March 15, 1982 a public hearing was held by the City Council of 
Greenbelt on the above resolution, and the hearing was advertised 
and held in due form according to the laws of the State of Mary¬ 
land, The amendment shall become and be considered a part of 
the Charter of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, according to the 
terms of the amendment in all respects to be effective and observed 
as such, upon the 29th day of April, 1982, unless within forty-five 
(45) days of its passage the City Council of Greenbelt receives a 
petition for referendum in accordance with the provisions of Sec¬ 
tion 19 of Article 23A of the Annotated Code of Maryland (1957 
Edition as amended).

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Kindergarten Registration 
To Be Held April 19-23 

Registration for kindergarten 
classes next fall in the public ele¬ 
mentary schools of Prince 
Georges County will be held dur¬ 
ing the week of April 19 through 
April 23. 

Parents with children who will 
be five years old by Jan. 1, 1983, 
are eligible for registration in 
kindergarten classes next fall. 
Parents should identify and con¬ 
tact—as soon as possible—the ap¬ 
propriate elementary school their 
child would attend during the 
next school year. 

Registration for kindergarten 
requires parents or legal guard¬ 
ians to provide both a proof of 
age (birth certificate) and a proof 
of residency in Prince Georges 
County, which also includes the 
completion of the Affidavit of Dis¬ 
closure to verify residency as re¬ 
quired by law. 

In addition, all children enter¬ 
ing the public schools for the first 
time must provide proof of im¬ 
munization against diphtheria, 
pertussis (whooping cough), teta¬ 
nus, polio, rubella (German mea¬ 
sles), and rubeola (measles).

Table 3 shows the Greenbelt electorate’s response to the dilemma 
of what to do about the closing of North End School. As can be seen, 
by more than 4 to 1 respondents supported the city’s acquiring the 
school for public use and leasing for selected other uses. By similar 
margins, the electorate rejected the city’s acquiring the property for 
park use and then tearing down the building and its permitting the 
sale of the building for private use. Support was shown for a variety 
of possible uses of the school building with the most popular choice 
being its use as a Senior Citizen Activity Center. Those voting clearly 
understood that it would be possible to use the building to serve sev¬ 
eral purposes

To take the last first, clearly there is support for a bond issue 
More than nine people out of 10 would opt for funding that would no 
add to their tax burden. No surprise there. However, more thar 
seven in 10 would support a bond issue which would increase theii 
ax bill by up to 5%. By almost exactly the same margin, they wouk 
draw the line at an increase of up to 10%. 

Six possible programs were well supported, including four-eacl 
of which represented the choices of at least 25% of those who answerec 
the questionnaire.

It would appear that several conclusions can he drawn from these 
data: (1) the Greenbelt electorate is generally satisfied by the quality 
of city services: (2) there is substantial support for increasing ex¬ 
penditures for several progams and virtually a directive to increase 
them for two. Police Patroling and Crime Prevention; (3) there is little 
enthusiasm to decrease expenditures for any service; (4) strong pop¬ 
ular support exists for the city’s acquiring North End School to serve 
a variety of uses; and (5) almost as strong support was manifested for 
the city’s issuance of bonds in furtherance of various public purposes, 
one of which, incidentally, might be acquisition of North End School.
